For Italy the new Austrian success 
has a most serious aspect. The long 
narrow Italian peninsula is peculiarly 
vulnerable to an attack from the sea. 
Any really great Austrian naval base 
in the magnificent harbor of Cattaro 
would have been impossible without 
Lovcen, but under the new circum- 
stances Austrian possession of Cat- 
taro is almost as great’ a menace to 
Italy as the German conquest of Calais 
would have been to Great Britain. 


RUSSIANS RENEW 
‘THEIR ASSAULTS. 


On the Russian front the Austrian 
official communication records renew- 
ed desperate attacks by the Russians 
on the Bessarabian frontier, but in- 
sists that the attacks everywhere were 
repulsed. The Petrograd communica- 
tion is silent on the subject but the 
Russians usually withhold mention of 
their movements until they are well on 
the road to completion. 

There have been no important de- 
velopments on the western front. The 
blowing up of a large German muni- 
tions depot near Lille is admitted inthe 
German communication. According 
tofone account thie was due to a 
British air raid. ‘fhe English press 
believes that the cautious wording of 
the German communication conceals a 
disaster of large proportions.

Advice Disregarded, Says Lansing. 


In addition to sending the note to 
General Carranza, Secretary Lansing 
issued the following statement: 

„In October the department sent the 
strongest kind of instructions to the 
consuls in the states of Chihuahua and 
Sonora, calling upon them to use every 
means in their power to persuade 
Americans to leave immediately for 
United States territory, and these con- 
suls were instructed to employ special 
riders to carry this message to Amer- 
icans located in isolated sections. A 
few came out. Some regardless of the 
disturbed conditions existing in Mexi- 
co did not heed the warning. 

„It was only two or three weeks ago 
that Villa detained thirty Americans in 
the very district in which the unfor- 
tunate Americans now reported killed 
met their death. Great alarm was felt 
for the safety of these thirty Ameri- 
cans. Recently the Villaistas are said 
to have stated that they would kill 
Americans in Chihuahua territory in 
order to force American intervention. 

“Within the past week or ten days 
three employees of the Hearst ranch 
in Chihuahua near the place where 
Americans are now reported slain were 
reported to have been executed. Two 
of these three employees made their 
appearance at El Paso some days ago, 
but the third appears to have been 
Killed.“

19 Americans Killed. 

It was also learned that the total 
Americans slain numbered nineteen. 
The bodies are now on the way to EI 
Paso from Chihuahua, west of which 
city the massacre took place. A mass 
meeting to protest against’ the failure 
of Mexican authorities and against the 
attitude of the United States govern- 
ment on the Mexican situation, planned 
‘for El Paso tonight, was postpone 
until after the arrival of the murdered 
men. 

Conductor Gardena, in an affidavit 
given to the British consul at Chihua- 
hua, said that the train bearing the 
Americans was stopped by a derailed 
train in a cut. This train is said to 
have been part of the equipment bear- 
ing Carranza: troops. The conductor 
said that General Reyna held the 
trainmen under guard while the Ameri- 
cans were robbed and shot to death. 
Those who were wounded in the first 
fusillade were later shot dead. 

Details obtained tonight were to the 
effect that a score of Mexican armed 
men attacked the train which was 
bearing the mining men to mines own- 
ed by the estate of Potter Palmer, of 
Chicago. There were some 200 other 
bandits grouped. as a reserve force 
along the right-of-way of the railroad. 

Holmes arrived in El Paso from Chi- 
huahua today after his frightful ex- 
perience, which he related briefly in 
a statement.

Athens, Ga., January 12.——( Special. )— 
Negro land owners and tenants, and 
white farmers who rent land to ne- 
groes have in the past few days been 
generally warned by unknown parties 
that if colored families do not move out 
of an area covered by parts of Clarke, 
Oglethorpe and nee counties in 
twenty days from yesterday their 
houses will be burned and other vio- 
lence done. 

All of the parties receiving threat- 
ening letters reside in an area of ten 
or twelve miles from the corner of 
Clarke, Oglethorpe and Oconee coun- 
ties, between Athens and Lexington, 
and around Watkinsville. 

At least six of these threatening let- 
ters—none of them signed, several of 
them evidently written by the same 
hand, and two signed we mean busi- 
ness —has been turned over to the 
United States federal authorities and 
postoffice inspectors, who will begin 
tomorrow to work the cases ou 

This is the first time such threats 
have ever been made in this section. 

The population of the rural section 
alluded to is largely colored and since 
the war the colored farmers have never 
given the white people ony trouble. The 
mystery of the warnings is the lack of 
any even suspected cause.
